There are not only some three to four thousand students in the 
mversity, but about 400 in the College of Foreign Languages, 
who are intently studying every known tongue. The Times, 
of October 2nd, 1905, speaks of 2,641 Chinese students in 
Japan. Now these,, men are the cream of their nation— its 
future rulers, and politicians, and scientists. From the 
University, this Circulating Library will spread into the City 
of Tokyo, and thence into all the towns and cities of the 
Sunrise Land. Nor only so, but an appeal has already been 
received that something similar may be started for China, 
and her vast literati class. The opportunity is absolutely 
unique in history, and the possibilities are practically limit- 
less, for thus moulding the nascent thought of these two 
remarkably great peoples, and providing them with the 
very best products of Western literature, in all its branches.- 
Who will aid in appeasing this famine — this divinely implanted 
hunger for the Bread of Life ? 

May I add that this library scheme received the heartiest 
benediction, at its inception, from that prince of missionaries, 
the Rev. Timothy Richard, D.D., who, having spent 36 years 
in China, is now the religious adviser to the court at Peking, 
and received from the Chinese Emperor a Mandarin’s Button 
of the highest rank— a privilege only shared by Sir Robert 
Hart amongst Europeans. 

There are some 700 English-speaking and English-read g 
Chinese in Peking, and over two thousand in Shanghai. 

The first 1,250 volumes left last May for Tokyo, but as 
hundreds of thousands of books are required, an appea now 
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necessarily made to the wider public ; and I trust may not 
be in vain. Professor Takakusu has obtained the privilege 
that every 1000 volumes, thus collected, shall be conxeyed 
by a Japanese firm of merchants, from London to Tokjm,
